their motions evidently intangled with incqualirys, which it will 
require a long time and many more accurate observations to deter- 
mincand limit, then I have yet obtained : thefe Eclipfes have been 
eftccmed, and certainly arc a much better expedient for the dif- 
covcryof the Longitude then any yet known, by reafon that they 
happen frequent' and arc eafily obferveable with a Telejcope of 
1 2. foot,or for need with one of 8. Thefe Ingreffes f and emerfions alio 
if vifible) from the time till the opofition of the © and Tfi happen 
truely on the right hand or in antecedence of the planet, but if they 
(hall beobferved whhTelefcopes of only two Convex glaffes which 
invert the object, they appear on the contrary or left fide of him. 
If thefe find acceptance with our ingenious friends the Eclipfes of 
the next yea' fhall be imparted early enough to be publilhed in the
